On  page  237,  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Series  VI,  Volume 
two  you  will  find  a  Muster  Roll,  of  a  party  that  performed 
a  tour  of  duty  under  Lieutenant,  James  Blackburn  and  in 
this  list  is  "Andrew  Furley.”  Private. 

It  is  not  reasonable  that  a  Captain  would  serve  a  tour 
of  duty  under  his  own  Lieutenant.  In  my  analysis,  /  this 
could  mean  only  a  Second  Andrew  Ferley,  in  the.  same 
locality,  which  from  knowledge  of  the  settlers  means " 
vicinity  of  Clarksville,  Green  County,  Pennsylvania . 

The  Muster  Rolls  of  this  party  seems  to  be  the  ones 
called  up  for  service,  with  the  Crawford  on  the  Sandus¬ 
ky  Expedition,  altho  these  all  mustered  did  not  go  on 
that  ill  fated  trip,  some  being  held  at  Fort  Jackson 
and  sent  toward  Wheeling,  to  answer  an  alarm  there. 

This  lookd  to  me  as  tho  it  is  your  Andrew  Fairleigh 
who  may  have  been  stopping  for  a  time  with  Andrew 
Furley. 

If,  I  wanted  Revolutionary  Service  for  this  ancestor, 

I  would  feel  safe  is  using  it-and  as  one  passing  upon 
the  validity  of  Sons  of  American  Revolutionary  War 
Claimes,  would  approve  it” 


ITote-rlr.Leckey-died  shortly  after  this  date-suddenly 
before  he  completed  the  Andrew  Fairleigh  material  for 
publication  in  his  books.
